T.A. police face 
‘severe steps’ if 
beatings proved

Kraus said yesterday that he will 
take “severe steps” against the six 
Tel Aviv policemen who reportedly 
beat eight Arab workers and 
wrecked their apartment last Friday 
snight, if the accusations against the 
lice prove true. 

P police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
added that if the allegations are 
borne out, the police will take full 
legal action. 

During ἃ tour of police reinforce- 
ments in Jerusalem's Arab areas, 
Kraus told journalists that he was 
expecting a report on the incident 
but did not specify what actions 
might be taken against the 
policemen. 

Since the incident, none of the 
Arabs, ail employees of the Shelly 
Cafe in Tel Aviv’s Dizengoff Cen- 
tre, have ‘stayed overnight in the 
apartment. At least three of them 
retumed to their homes in the terri- 
tories yesterday, after a police inves- 
tigator came to the cafe and took 
their statements. The workers claim 
that uniformed officers beat them 
and wronght havoc in their apart- 
ment for 1% hours. 

No formal complaint was filed 
with the police, but the incident re- 
ceived so much media coverage that 
the Tel Aviv police appointed a se- 
nior officer to investigate the 


charges. 

Yosef and Shlomo Weizman, the 
managers of the cafe who hired the 
workers and rented the apartment 
for them, said yesterday that they 
were impressed by the speed and 
seriousness of the investigation. 

Oddly enough, however, the two 


brothers, who on Sunday said they 
would complain to the police and 
consider suemg for . Te 
versed their attitude yesterday. Just 
as Bar-Lev and Kraus were promis- 
ing stem measures, the Weizmans 
said that punishing the officers could 
do more damage than good. - 

“I would prefer something like a 
sulka,"" Yosef told The Jerusalem 
Post. “It would be enough for me if 
the officers came in here, shook 
hands with the workers and sat 
down for a cup of coffee with 
them.” 

Shlomo denied that pressure from 
the police caused their change of 
heast.

RACHEL LEV is an expert match- 
maker. The founder and director of 
Jerusalem's Nursing and Manpower 
Services, she pairs not prospective 
marfiage partners but those who 
need help and those who are able to 
give it. 

For example: A widower with 
Parkinson's disease and poor vision 
needed both household help and 
companionship. Taking into ac- 
count his budgetary limitations and 
personality, Lev arranged for a 
young musician, who is also trained 
as a medic, to visit the man three 
times a week to read and discuss the 
daily paper, “and he isn’t ashamed 
to wash a few dishes or take out the 
garbage if necessary"; someone else 
regularly cooks and cleans. 

Lev previously worked as part of 
a rehabilitation team teaching office 
skills and finding jobs for persons 
with physical disabilities, psychiatric 
illnesses or other problems. 

“One of the biggest problems 
these people faced was preparing for 
work in the morning, bathing. dress- 
ing and getting out of the house.” 
says Lev, who is herself disabled. “If 
the person who usually helped them 
didn't come, they’d stay in bed. It 
bothered me that there was no one 
you could call for help in an emer- 
gency.” 

Eventually, she set about creating 
such a service — taking out a bank 
loan, renting a smal] storefront, and 
seeking out the care-givers she 
needed. 

“E wasn’t interested only in con- 


VACUUM OR FORCEPS? This 
question has troubled obstetricians 
for years. After a study of the dan- 
gers and benefits of each method of 
easing the birth process, doctors at 
the Hadassah-University Hospital in 
Jerusalem’s Ein Kerem have 
reached some conclusions, reported

The vacuum is much more widely 
used in Israel than forceps in helping 
the baby out, usually head-frst. 
However, complications from the 
use of a vacuum are greater than 
those of the forceps, say the Hadas- 
sah doctors. These include hemor- 
thage of the scalp, bleeding in the 
retina of the eye and the tearing of 
che mother’s cervix. Complications 
sesulting from a forceps delivery in- 
slude damage to the cervix and hem- 
orrhaging in the baby, but they are 
nuch less frequent than problems 
jollowing a vacuum delivery, ac- 
sording to the doctors.

sons, as well as wounded soldiers.

The fad of artificial tanning 
boomed in the beginning of this Je- 
cade as manufacturers started mar- 
keting new versions of skin-brown- 
ing devices, including clam-shaped 
“beds” with clear platforms on 
which clients would lie, exposed to 
ultraviolet light from above and be- 
low. There are nearly 20,000 such 
salons in the U.S., and the phenom- 
enon has spread around the world.

The salons claimed that the beds 
emitted only “safe” ultraviolet A 
rays, as ἃ to the sun's burn- 
ing B rays. But the FDA, quoted in 
the latest issue of American Health 
magazine, declares that the effects 
of both types of UV rays are essen- 
tially the same. Dr. Leonard Harber 
of the American Academy of Der- 
matology warns that some of the 
machines give off five times as much 
UV energy in a given period of time 
as does the sun. It takes 15 to 20 
years for skin cancer to develop, and 
research oo humans is unethical, 
“but we-have excellent.documenta- 
tion that the same type and amount 
of radiation [produced by the ma- 
‘chines] causes skin cancer in lab 
animals.” 

Animal studies show that if you 
combine sun tanning with salon tan- 


to deal with their problem and like 
to manage 2s much as possible on 
their own - and that’s what’s best 
and healthiest for them,” she says, 
but the elderly, on the otber hand, 
are often unprepared for crisis, pre- 
cipitated by accident or illness, and 
are often more helpless, 

Lev brings a special motivation 
and sensitivity to her work and is 
able to extrapolate from her own 
experiences: “That's my oxygen,” 
she says. “Through the years, I 
learned that physical limitations are 
more of a technical problem than 
anything else. If you learn to orga- 
nize your surroundings. you can live 
well. That's my philosophy, and 
that’s what I try to convey to the 
People I work with.” 

Many disabled persons feel that 
society doesn’t accept them, she 
notes: “But I tell them that their 
situation is their problem. and ev- 
erything depends on how they pre- 
sent themselves...I was helped to 
find work only once in my life. After 
that J said ‘enough’ and did my own 
looking through the paper. I'd tell 
the prospective employer, ‘This is 
what I can do, and these are my 
limitations. If you're willing, let's try 
each other out.’ I saw that this ap- 
proach relieved the employer.” 

What Lev tries to offer, then, is 
much more than a care-giver's

ning, the danger to health is likely to 
be worse than after using each meth- 
od alone. Exposure to UV not only 
can cause skin cancer but also cata- 
racts, eye burns, blood vessel inju- 
ries, and tissue damage that leads to 
premature wrinkling. Closing one’s 
eyes on the tanning bed is not 
enough to protect the eye, says 
emergency medicine physician Dr. 
Bradford Walters, and protective 
soggles must be worn.

THE ANSWER to a parent's prayer 
— ἃ device that calms newborn ba- 
bies suffering from colic— has finally 
been invented. Armando Cuervo of 
Columbus, Ohio, driven to despair 
by his son's crying, designed it to 
give him some peace. A pediatrician 
had told him that the colic, believed 
to result from abdominal pain, 
would be greatly reduced if he took 
his baby for a drive in the car. 

Cuervo found that it worked and 
succeeded in inventing SleepTight, 
ἃ product that attaches to the crib 
and simulates the sound and move- 
ment of a car travelling on a high- 
way. 

As reported in ἃ recent issue of 
Newsweek, the device consists of a 
small electric motor that gently vi- 
brates the bed, and a sound machine 
that simulates gently rushing wind.

Britain — a fetal dustbin?

LONDON - Britain's anti-abortion 


lobby has won the first round of its 
paign to reduce the number of

legal abortions. By an wo edly 


first stage of a Private Member's Bill 
to cut the time-limit from 28 to 18 
weeks after conception. 

The Bill's sponsor is a Catholic — 
Liberal MP. David Alton — who 
does not conceal his belief that all 
abortions, except te save the life of 
the mother, are immoral, and that 
he regards the present measure as 
the first blow in a much broader 


campaign. 

Most of his parliamentary sup- 
port, however, comes from MPs 
who are not opposed to legalised 
abortion in principle, but are dis- 
turbed by the lively commerce in 
late abortions, many of them carried 
out by private clinics on desperate 
women visitors to Britain from 
Catholic countries. 

One MP described Britain as “the 
fetal dustbin of Europe.” Alton's 
bill as it stands will prohibit abor- 
tions after 18 weeks except where 
there is a risk of the child being born 
with a life-threatening physical 
handicap or where the mother's life 
is in danger. 

But he will certainly lose his ma- 
jority in the course of the Bill's sev- 


en-month progress through Parlia- 
ment unless he compromises, either 
by raising the time-limit to 22 or 24 
weeks (which would allow doctors a 
longer period in which to detect seri- 
ous abnormalities in the fetus) or by 
permitting Jate abortion for ἃ much 
wider range of distressing. but not 
necessarily life-threatening handi- 


. caps. 
More than 176,000 legal abortions 


were carried out in Britain in 1986. 
Public opinion is pretty evenly split 
on the ethics of this issue. According 
to a recent poll commissioned by the 
Independent newspaper, five out of 
10 people agree that “except to pre- 
serve a mother’s life, abortion is 
morally wrong and any limits on it 
are a good thing.” Four out of 10 
disagree with this proposition. 

The poll recorded that 43 per cent 
believe that the present law is not 
restrictive enough, while almost ex- 
actly the same proportion, 42 per 
cent. think it is about right or too 
restrictive. Of those who favour 
some reduction in the time-limit, 
well over two thirds want exceptions 
for women who have been raped, 
who are severely mentally disturbed 
or who are carrying a handicapped 
child. 

Three million legal abortions 
have been carried out in Britain 
since the law was liberalized in 1967. 
The effect bas been that quite a 


large number of families now have 
some direct experience of abortion 
and the moral dilemma it poses. 
One woman in 10 in the 35-44 age- 
group admits to having had an 
abortion. 

. Estimates of the annual number 
of illegal abortions in Britain before 
1967 vary between 40,000 and 
200,000. Some 30-50 women died 
every year, and many more were 
physically (and, of course. psycho- 
logically) maimed as a consequence. 
These facts are probably the most 
persuasive argument against Alton 
and his supporters. 

Some 8,000 legal abortions after 
18 weeks are carried out in Britain 
every year. Only eight per cent, 600 
or so, are because fetal abnonmali- 
ties have been detected, but Alton’s 
opponents argue that those 600 
cases represent a considerable sum 
of human misery. . 

The feminists fear that the Alton 
Bill is the instrament of a backlash 
against the liberalising measure of. 
the late 1960s. The tone of the par- 
liamentary debate, which was rela- 
tively sober and unexcited, suggest- 
ed however that MPs’ concerns are 
mainly practical ones of public 
health policy. If there is indeed a 
moral backlash in Britain, it seems 
to be one that is heavily qualified by 
a humane pragmatism.

As many trades have become ob- 
solete, ORT has turned increasingly 
here and abroad to teaching techno- 
logical skills, making what Reese 
Feldman, current national president 
of Women's American ORT, terms

and computer technology.” 

Feldman visited Israel earlier this 
month, briefly taking time off from 
raising funds abroad for the ORT 
Braude {International Institute for 
Technology in Carmiel, to attend 
the dedication of the Beverly Min- 
koff technological school in Jerusa- 


lem.

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Wolves in wolves’ clothing | Red machine rolls on 


CALGARY (AFP) -- The all-pow- 
erful Soviet “Red Machine” has 
been conceded the Winter Games 
hockey tournament gold medal by 
bitter rivals Czechoslovakia. Less 
than a hour after watching the Rus- 
sians demolish his charges, Czech 
coach Jan Starsi admitted everyone 
apart from the Russians were simply 
fighting it out for the silver and 
bronze. 

“If the Russians play the way they 
beat us there is no one here who can 
touch them, ™ said Starsi, after his 
side was crushed 6-1 here on Sun- 
day. “It was a terrifying perfor- 
mance today by the most feared at- 
tack in the world. Between them, 
Vladimir Krutov, Igor Larionov and 
Sergei Makarov accounted for three 
goals and seven assists this after- 
noon in their showdown with 
Czechoslovakia. 

One side definitely unable to take 
the title from the Russians is the 
U.S., who needed to beat West Ger- 
many by at least two goals to get into 


the final round. Instead they found 
themselves two goals down at the 
end of the first period and the 1980 
“Miracle on ice” at Lake Placid, 
where America beat the Soviet 
Union to take the gold medat for the 
first time in 20 years, remains just 
that - a miracle that won't be 
repeated. 

. West Germany, who pulled off 
the first surprise of the tournament 
by beating Czechoslovakia 2-1, de- 
servedly ran out impressive 4-1 win- 
ners againtst the unfortunate Amer- 
icans. 

World champions Sweden are, on 
paper. the biggest threat to the 
.U.S.S.R.. but. with two ties with 
Poland and Finland, they are clearly 


not showing the same form as the: 


Soviet Union, who remain unbeaten 
after five games and seem to be 
getting even stronger as the tourna- 
ment moves into the second week. 
Other teams through to the Medal 
Round are Canada and West 
Germany. 


Veteran shrugs off pain 


CALGARY (AFP) — Golden dou- 
ble treats for Austria and Sweden 
pushed into the background the an- 
nouncement here on Sunday that a 
Polish athlete had been thrown out 
of the Games for illegal drug taking. 
The Swedish double was a person- 
al triumph for veteran speedskater 
Tomas Gustafson, almost certainly 
making his last Olympic appear- 
ance. τ the past three years he 
has been hit by meningitis, dogged 
by injuries and had to cope with the 
death of his father, but on Sunday 
the 28 year-old shrugged off all the 
pain and heartache with his second 
gold medal, as he became the first 
double winner of the Games. 
Only four days after taking the 
5,000m title in a new Games record 
time, he won the 10,000m, with an- 
other world record time — 13: 48.20. 
The modest Gustafson's double 
completely upset the formbook. 


“I wanted desperately to do well 
here. All my training was geared for 
the Olympics. but I am stunned to 
finish with two gold medals, said 
Gustafson, 5,000m gold medallist 
and 10,000m silver medallist at Sara- 
jevo four years ago. Austria's dou- 
ble triumph was achieved when 21- 
year-old Anita Wachter won the 
women’s combined by just 23/100 of 
a point ahead of Switzerland's Bri- 
gitte Oertli. Her victory gave Aus- 
tria 8 clean sweep of the combined 
titles, as Hubert Strolz won the 
men’s On Wedenesday. They re- 
stored pride in a skiing team whose 
Teputation has taken a pounding 
during the past five years. The 
dreaded drugs problem surfaced 
when the International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) announced that 
Polish hockey star Jaroslav 
Morawiecki had been thrown out of 
the games for taking steroids.

PUBLIC attention during the past two-and-a-half months has 
focused on the way the army has been working to quell the 
disturbances, now more-or-less officially retitled an uprising, 
in the occupied territories. Since the disorders only marginally 
affected Israel proper, the Israel Police have not been heavily 
involved in the anti-riot activities during this period. They 
have, however, in some measure been engaged in that line of 
work in the Arab sections of Jerusalem, which is part of Israel. 

Unlike the army, whose training is geared to battling foreign 


foes, the police are supposed to be 


experts in keeping law and 


order among civilians at home, whether Jewish-or Arab. That 
ise has not been uniformly in evidence. 

To be sure, the task of the police has not been easy. In the 
territories it may be possible for the army to withdraw from 
some selected areas and let the rioters stew, as it were, in their 
own juice. That option is not available to the police, and to the 


border police, in sovereign Israel territory. To 


allow any 


segment of the state’s population to run riot would be to 
abdicate responsibility, which is intolerable. But te police any 
part of the state, regardless of its ethnic composition, by means 
that reek of illegal violence is, however, equally insufferable. 

Last month the police showed a measure of restraint in 
handling the “Peace Day” demonstrations by Israel Arabs. 
They have proved rather less prudent in the way they sought to 
discipline, which they must have thought was their mandate, 
rioting Jerusalem Arabs who are citizens of Jordan. While 
breaking up a violent demonstration in the village of Sur 
Bahir, they did not content themselves with grabbing stone- 
throwers. They also smashed their way into people's homes, 
leaving few windows and few pieces of furniture unbroken. 

Comments by a police spokesman clearly suggested that the 
vandalism was not impulsive but deliberate, and was meant to 
induce parents to hold their unruly kids in check. 

A worse display of police misconduct has now been reported 
from Tel Aviv. There, eight Palestinian workers from the 
territories are said to have been unaccountably assaulted in the 
apartment they share by a group of uniformed policemen last. 
Friday. The police inspector-general has promised a thorough 
investigation of the charges, and condign punishment for 
whichever policeman is found to have acted illegally. 

Going a step further, the minister of police has warned of 
the danger of brutalization to which Israel society has been 

as a result of the quelling of Palestinian disturbances 


in the territories. 


The brutalization springs from the occupation itself as its 
effects spill over into Israel proper. If it can be minimized at 
all, it is only by the police making it absolutely clear to its 
members, even as army soldiers and officers are now to be 
clearly instructed, that force may be used in a reasonable 
amount to break up riots, but not to punish, to “teach a 
lesson,” or to take revenge. And certainly not for kicks. 

A riotous police masquerading as an anti-riot force is the last 


thing Israel needs. 


A package deal 

A PACKAGE DEAL? What package deal? The Treasury's 
director-general, Victor Medina, insists he knows of none in 
the works. Talks, it is true, are under way between the finance 
minister, Moshe Nissim, and the Histadrut secretary-general, 
Yisrael Kessar.

‘WOULD YOU give a loaded gun to 
your sworn enemy = a man who has 
often tried to kill during the past 40 
years, and who promises to try 
again, again, and again, until be 
succeeds? 

Anyone who would is insane, for 
suicide is a form of insanity, or is 
very naive, for he believes the “‘fu- 
ture world” he visualizes will be 
identical with the real world. This 


‘dees not mean that such people — 


including, surprisingly, professional 


politicians —are not well intenioned. 


This may be a very simplistic ap- 
proach to the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict but it is also an attempt to 
present the situation in realistic 
terms. 


The “sworn gun” viewpoint is the 
bottom line, the top line and all 
other lines in between of the situa- 
tion facing Israel today. 

It is weighing two rights: the le- 
gitimate right of the Palestioians for 
self-determination — and giving 
them the loaded gua — and the legiti- 
mate right of Israel for self-preser- 
vation — by depriving the Palestin- 
ians of this loaded gun.

MR. LEVY IS WRONG 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir,— Deputy Premier David Levy 
is quoted in a Jerusalem Post inter- 
view (February 5) as saying: “Unless 
Jordan first signs a peace treaty with 
Israel, we are not obliged to put 
autonomy into operation. That is the 
clear meaning of Camp David. It is 
spelled oft in black and white.” A 
reading of the Camp David text 
shows that this is not true. 

Jordan is an essential party to 
autonomy negotiations, as envis- 
aged in the accord, but Article 1(C) 
of the “West Bank and Gaza” sec- 
tion reads: ‘‘When the self- 
governing authority (administrative 
council) in the West Bank and Gaza 
is established and inaugurated, the 
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transitional period of five years will 
begin. As soon as possible, but not 
later than the third year after the 
beginning of the transitional period, 
negotiations will take place to deter- 
mine the final status of the West 
Bank and Gaza and its relationshi 
with its neighbours, and to peer 
@ peace treaty between Israel and 
Jordan by the end of the transitional 
period.” :
